LAWYljR; 53, DIES 

Ex-U.S. Atfffrhey for New 
York Southern District 


R«°frea, who was 
United Stalls, Attorney for the 
Southern Dtetjfct of Now York, 
from 1941 to 36-13, died yester- 
day of an internal hemorrhage 
from a massive ulcer at United 
Hospital in Port Chester, N. Y, 
He was 53 yeafs old and lived 
on Dogwoocfc lane in Rye, N, Y. 

Mr. Correh resigned from his 
post in 1943 to enter the Army 
as a captain. He was called 
back to Washington by James 
V. Forrestal, who was Secretary 
of the Navy, as a lieutenant 
colonel in the Marine Corps to 
serve as special assistant to Mr. 
Forrestal. 

Mr. Correa Infer returned to 
private law practice with Cahill, 
Gordon, Roihcicl & Ohl. where 
he was a paKtter 
; While in Jtrfyate practice he 
continued seryjjAS to the Govern- 
ment. In 1943 and 1949 he was 
a member of a three-man com- 
mittee appointed to rev ew the 
country’s intelligence vs ter 

The report, of the committee 
was the basis for the creation 
■>f the C'lllMti in iT>q,i digi in 
Agency by former Presiden' i 
Harry S. Truman. 

Mr. Correa was, from 1957 to 
1959, chairman of the Gover- 
nor’s Committee to Review the 
Parole System of the State of 
New York. A report of that, 
committee resulted in legislative 
reforms in the system. 

While in the United States 
Attorney’s office, lie headed the 
prosecutions of former 1 ’resid- 
ing Judge' Martin T. Manton of 
the Circuit Court of Appeals 
for bribery; Joseph Schenek of 
the motion picture industry, for 
tax evasion, and labor leaders, 
who were charged with extor- 
tion.

was a member of the Down! 

Town Association and the Ma- 
nuring Island Club of Rye. 

He was the recipient of a let-' 
ter of commendation and a com- 
mendation ribbon from Mr, For- 
restal for meritorious service 
and was a holder of the Bronze 
Star Medal and the Croce di 
Guerra from Italy. 

He is survived, by his widow.
